The board, in 
spite of itself, must be dominated by 
the ideas and methods and concep- 
tion* requisite in the management 
of the charitable, penal and correc- 
tional institutions, which manage- 
ment is itschief and proper function 
and if it carries those ideas and 
method* and conceptions over into 
its incidental function, that of gov- 
erning the Council Bluffs and Vin- 
. nd thus fosters a ten- 
dency to reduce those schools to the 
level of the eleemosynary establish- 
ments, we can only remark that no 
thing would be more natural.

The idea that gold varies some- 
what in color, according to the 
locality in which it is found, is 
widely prevalent even among 
miners and money changers and 
handlers in the gold- producing 
districts, but such notion is, on the 
authority of experts at the Phila- 
delphia mint, wholly erroneous. 

Pure gold — that is, gold without 
any alloy or other impurity — is of 
one unvarying, unchanging color. 
Few people, however, see such gold. 
All the gold of commerce used 
either as money or for jewelry has 
alloy in it after it is manufactured 
into the desired article. Eveo the 
nugget of gold, which is sometimes 
quite pure, is covered with dirt and 
stains on the outside that conceal 
its true color, and all gold dust 
which is melted at the place of min- 
ing contains iuipuiities which go 
into Ihe bar. 

This is the reason why Mexican 
gold, for instance, has a redder 
tinge than that <>f California, and 
the same is true whether it be a 
piece of money or of jewelry. • The 
red tinge is caused by the presence 
pper and the paler tinge by 
silver, and in the mints of the dif- 
ferent countries the amount and 
kinds of alloy used differ sufficient ly 
to give different tints to the money.
